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ShaykhNaasir-ud-Deen AI-'Abaaniyy, may Allaah bestow mercy 
on him, was asked in a live lecture; 

WHERE DO THE J AMAA'AT-UT-TABLIGH GO WRONG? WHAT IS THE 
REMEDY FORTHEIR SITUATION? 

"The remedy is knowledge, as we have advised them. 

Instead of going out for this khurooj (outreach or ijade), which has 
no basis in the Sunnah, whereas they make it a Sunnah to be 
followed. 

Rather they should sit in the mosques and learn the hadeeth and 
fiqh and the manner of reading theQur'aan correctly as it was sent 
down, and then (they) are not able to correctly read the Aayah, not 
to mention the Aahaadeeth of the Messenger, blessings and 
peace be upon him. 

There is no other way than that; after that, perhaps, Allaah grant 
them that knowledge and open the door of true da'wah (calling to 
Allaah) to them, and if not, then, the one who does not possess 
something can not simply give it to others." The aforementioned 
shaykh answered. 
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COMMON SENSE: Many men are more like lions in their own 
home. The only sunna they understand is how to marry 4 wives 
and refuse to accept the fact that putting up a helping hand with 
your wife in the kitchen is part of sunna. Why do we always choose 
what part that suit only our selfish interest? 
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In order for repentance to work, it must be real, it must fulfill 
certain conditions. First among them is that the person repenting 
should feel a sense of sadness and remorse. He should feel bad 
about what he did. If he does not feel bad, then repentance will 
not be accepted. Because Prophet Muhammad (;&&) has said: 

"Remorse is repentance." [1] 

Remorse is the essence of repentance. Without remorse, there is 
no repentance. Also, we have to give up what we are doing. We 
cannot just say: "That is wrong" .If we are committing a sin, then 
we have to give it up. We cannot continue to commit that sin 
while asking Allah for forgiveness, not being willing to let it go. So 
if a person is, for example, smoking, and we know that smoking is 
haram, not makruh as some people say, but haram because Allah 
said very clearly: 

"••• Don't kill yourselves •••" [2] 

"••• Don't throw yourself with your own hands into destruction..." 
[3] 

So it is clear, it is haram. So if one realizes that and accepts it and he 
wants to turn back to Allah in repentance, then you do not turn to 
Allah and say, "Allah astaghfirullah" , "Forgive me" while you 
are blowing a puff of smoke. You are still smoking; that does not 
make sense; you have to give it up. You have to do something on 
your side to show your sincerity. So this principle of cessation. 







giving up, stop doing whatever sin that one is doing, has to be 
there for repentance to be accepted. Also one has to have the 
intention for the future not to repeat it. If one is still planning 
ahead that next year or next summer he is planning to do it again. 
What kind of repentance are we doing? What kind of repentance 
is this? It is useless. 


Also among the things that are important for repentance to be 
acceptable is that one should leave one's environment. If one is in 
a bad environment that has been the main reason why one is 
involved in that particular sin, then one has to go to another 
environment. You cannot remain in that environment because 
you are going to be drawn back into that same sin again. That is 
why Prophet Muhammad (Afe) related a story about an 
individual, a mass murderer who has killed ninety nine people, 
and it caught him that he should seek repentance from God. So he 
went to an individual who was supposed to be a religious 
individual, but his knowledge of Islamic teaching was weak. He 
asked this pious individual: "Is there any repentance for me?" 
The man said, "You have killed 99 people, you are mass 
murderer, you expect to find repentance from God? No!" So the 
man was upset, no repentance, so he just killed this man also. 
Then after doing that he still felt puzzled. He said to himself: 

"May be I should seek repentance from God elsewhere." So he 
went to somebody who is knowledgeable, a scholar, and he asked 
him, "Is there any repentance for me?" And the man said, 

"Why not? Why not? Why shouldn't there be?" He affirmed for 
him that there would be repentance, even though he has killed a 
hundred people. But he said to him, "You must leave the town 
that you are in. You are in a corrupt town, an evil town. You must 
leave it and go to another town." [4] So that was a condition for 
him to get his repentance accepted. And that his character would 
bechanged following that act of seeking repentance from God. 


Also we have to keep in mind that we cannot leave repentance 
until whenever. Prophet Muhammad (;&&) has said: 


"Allah, the most Gracious and Glorious, will accept His servant's 
repentance until his death rattle begins." [5] 
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Ibnal-Qassar: 

The Companions are the ones who conveyed the Sunnan [the 
practice of the Prophet] and they explained it, therefore, it is 
obligatory to followtheir path.

QUESTION AND ANSWER WITH SHAYKH (DR) SHAROF 
GBADEBO ROOJEE [HAFIDHOHULLAAH] 
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Questioner:^ is bid'ah categorized in Islaam? In addition, can 
every doer of bid'ah be excommunicated and regarded as a 
person who will enter hell? 


Dr Sharof: Without any doubt, the Prophet (sollaLloohu 
'alayhiwasallam) made us understand in that hadeeth that we all 
know, the hadeeth of IrbaadbnSaariyah (rodiyaLloohu 'anhu); the 
Prophet (sollaLloohu 'alayhiwasallam) said, "Avoid novelties, for 
every novelty is an innovation and every innovation is 
misguidance" . [SunanAbeeDawood] In another narration, 
"and every misguidance is in the Fire***" [Sunan an-Nasaa'i] This 
hadeeth reveals to us that every innovation is misguidance. There 
is no good innovation. There is no innovation that is devoid of 
misguidance, and the reward of every innovation is in the fire. This 
is agreed upon by the AhlusSunnatiwalJamaa'ah. There is no 
good innovation; every innovation is misguidance. However, is 
every innovation upon the same category or not? Are there 
innovations worse and more serious than others or are all 
innovations to be judged in a similar manner? I think this is the 
question being asked. Is there categorization of innovations or 
not? 


There is no doubt that some innovations are worse and more 
serious than some other ones. It is just like sins; there are some sins 
that are more serious than some other ones. There are some sins 
regarded as Al-Kabaa'ir, and there are some sins regarded as As- 
Sagaa'ir. So the scholars of Sunnah declared that innovations in 
the religion are of different categories. However, even when some 
innovations are more serious in punishment than others, every 
innovation is misguidance. Do you understand? It appears as if 
Imaam Ash-Shaatibee (rahmotuLlaahi 'alayhi) wrote the best 
book about the explanation of bid'ah. He had explained this issue 
for long that bid'ah is a form of sin; sins are categorized into major 
and minor. This is the same with bid'ah; some innovations are 
worse and more serious than others. Understand, we do not say 










that any innovation is good. All innovations are misguidance. 

So if there is a person who says according to him there is no 
difference between innovations, what should we say? Ask him to 
go to Madrasah so that he will be taught. This is because there is 
no difference of opinion amongst the people of commonsense 
that every innovation does not have the same ruling. The bid'ah of 
the Ahlul Ahwaawal milali wanihaal (the people of desire from the 
sects and creeds) is the first of all innovations. These are people 
whose bid'ah entered their creed; their bid'ah entered their 
Tawheed. This is from the greatest of innovations, and there are 
some innovations that entered acts of worship. However, the 
scholars differ as to whether or not innovations enter 
Muhamalaat. That's it; innovations are not of the same level, but 
all are misguidance. 

Some of the scholars, for example, al-'lzzibn 'Abdissalaam Sultoon 
al-'Ulamaa, al-lmaam Al Qaraafi, also from the Mutaaqirrin (later 
dissenting scholars), we see 'Uthmaan bn Foodio in his book Ihya 
as-sunnah (al Muhammadiyyah wa ikhmad al-Bid'ah as- 
Shaytooniyyah); Al Qaraafi followed suit, the opinion of Al-lzzlbn 
'Abdissalaam, because he was his student; these scholars 
declared that bid'ah has five categories just like al-Ahkaam At- 
Taklifiyyah. Al-'lzzibn 'Abdissalaam said there are innovations 
that are Waajib,Mandub,Mubah,Muharrom, and Makrooh. This is 
the same statement of Al-Qaraafi, and this is what we read in 
IhyauSunnah (al Muhammadiyyahwaikhmad al-Bid'ah as- 
Shaytooniyyah) of'Uthmaan bn Foodio. But this categorization of 
bid'ah into five is a great mistake. This is because the reasoning 
behind this classification is not in line with bid'ah at all. There are 
many people who misconstrue issues regarding bid'ah. Many of 
them misconstrue bid'ah and Maslahatul mursalah. Al- 
maslahatulmursalah is different from bid'ah. All the examples 
mentioned regarding these five categorizations are not 
innovations (in the religion). That is why it is a mistake to say 
bid'ah is categorized into five; (that is categorizing it into) 
Haroom, Makrooh, Waajib, Mandub, (and) Mubah.That is it. 

The scholars declared that there are bid'ah Mukaffiroh (the 
innovation that takes the doer out ofthefold of Islaam) and bid'ah 
ghoyr mukaffiroh (the innovation that does take the doer out of 
the fold of Islaam). Both categories are associated with the fire (of 
hell). As regards the statement of the Prophet (sollaLloohu 'alayhi 
wasallam), 'and every misguidance is in the fire', if the bid'ah of a 
person is ghoyr mukaffiroh and the person enters fire due to this, 
is there hope as to whether or not he will be removed from fire? 
(The answer is), in as much as the innovation that takes you to the 
fire does not make you a renegade, if you die upon Islaam, there is 
hope that you will be removed from fire one day. This is because 
the Prophet did not say 'every bid'ah constitute (a major) 
disbelief'. There are many people who do not understand this. The 
Prophet said, 'every innovation is misguidance'. Misguidance is 
wide in usage and cannot be restricted to (a major) disbelief. 
Misguidance encompasses Kufr, Shirk, Fisq, and so on. If the 
bid'ah which takes a person into the fire is less than disbelief, 
Allaah will remove such person from the fire according to the 
belief of the Ahlus Sunnahwal Jamaa'ah. This is because the one 
who has an atom weight of Islaamic monotheism in his heart will 
not dwell forever in hell. 


Having understood it, this is the explanation regarding whether 
or not some innovations are worse and more serious than others. 
Yes, according to the AhlusSunnahwalJamaa'ah, some 
innovations are higher in rank than others, but all are 
misguidance. If one does not repent from anyone of it and dies 
upon it, the doer will enter fire. But if the one which takes you to 
fire is not up to disbelief, you will be removed from the fire. This is 
because from the knowledge of the Sharee'ah, a part of the 
evidences are not used while neglecting others. This is because 
there are evidences that show that if we die having committed a 
sin which is lesser than disbelief in Allaah, if we enter fire because 
of this sin and we die upon Islaam, we will never dwell in the fire 
forever. That is it.

Qiyaam al-layl is Sunnahmu'akkadah (a confirmed Sunnah). Many 
texts oftheQur'aan and Sunnah encourage it and speakof its high 
status and great reward. 

Qiyaam al-layl plays a great role in strengthening one's faith and 
helping one to do good deeds. Allaah says (interpretation of the 
meaning): 

"0 you wrapped in garments (i.e. Prophet Muhammad)! 

2. Stand (to pray) all night, except a little— 

3. Half of it ora little less than that, 

4. Or a little more. And recite the Qur'aan (aloud) in a slow, 
(pleasanttoneand) style. 

5. Verily, We shall send down to you a weighty Word (i.e. 
obligations, laws). 

6. Verily, the rising by night (for Tahajjud prayer) is very hard and 
most potent and good for governing oneself, and most suitable 
for (understanding) the Word (of Allaah)" 

[al-Muzzamil73:1-6] 

Allaah praises those who have faith and are pious for their noble 








characteristics and good deeds, one of the most special of which is 
qiyaam al-layl. Allaah says (interpretation of the meaning): 

"Only those believe in Our Ayaat (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.), who, when they are reminded of 
them, fall down prostrate, and glorify the Praises of their Lord, and 
they are not proud. 

16. Their sides forsake their beds, to invoke their Lord in fear and 
hope, and they spend (in charity in Allaah's Cause) out of what We 
have bestowed on them. 

17. No person knows what is kept hidden for them of joy as a 
reward for what they used to do" 

[al-Sajdah 32:15-17] 


The Prophet (peace and blessings of Allaah be upon him) said: 

"The best prayer after the obligatory prayer is prayer at night." 
Narrated by Muslim, 1163. 
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There's a huge difference between advising and watering down. 
Sincere advice comes with the appreciation, greetings, 
acknowledgement of previous work and suggestions to enhance 
the existing work. 


Sincere advice is a part of Deen, as Prophet said "Ad-deen 
an-naseeha" , and it's incumbent upon Muslims to sincerely 
advice each other when they diverge from the correct path. 

Advice is carried out only based on Quran and Sunnah with the 
intentions of correcting someone's life and the hereafter, not 
based on what you like or dislike of the other person. 

Advice has to be given by those who are capable and possess the 
traits like sincerity, selflessness, knowledge of the matter and 
background of the receiver. Every bypasser who knocks your door 
and dictates you how you should treat your wife is not your 
advisor and you don't accept his menial advice. 

I have Cymophobia and I am not at all comfortable in boating into 
the deep waters. The thoughts of drowning and eaten up by the 
Sharks scare me a lot. However, I cannot force my opinion on a 
professional diver who has spent years in diving and teaching it. I 
cannot scare him about Sharks and call him 'arrogant' for not 
accepting my opinion based on my personal phobia. 

We should be open to advice and suggestions as it helps you 
recognize your grey-areas, and helps improve it. Companies and 
firms do seek feedback from their customers to enhance their 
product quality and performance. They seek feedback from 
"their customers" who used their product, who bought their 
product, who accepted their product. They pay no heed to the 
random people. 

In the garb of giving advice, people tend to dictate their opinions, 
thrust their choices and preferences. Often, refusal of their 
opinions is deemed as 'being arrogant'. Your work is often 












watered-down and you are made to eat humble pie. 

Allah ordered Moosa (peace be upon him) to speak mildly to 
Pharaoh so that he could pay heed (Quran 20:44). Pharaoh, the 
self-proclaimed god, the murderer who killed millions of newborn 
males and the one kept Israelis under oppression, was called to be 
addressed with mildness so that he would pay heed. 

Rashness and harshness in giving advice reduces the 
effectiveness of it. Hastiness and overtly-preaching attitude 
makes the receiver repulsive to the suggestions and he chooses to 
close all doors even if the advice can save his life. 


As the urdu saying goes, "ZubaanShireen, to MulkGireen" - 
sweetness of tongue wins nations. The same applies to the 
advices and suggestions. Public mocking, humiliation and 
watering-down doesn't win a person rather makes him run away.
